creus were given half-mile spurts and 
itarts finm a pistol 'jhot. 


Mr. Lehman took csye that the river 


was deserted of press boats and train- 
ers' launches before he went to work, 
and then ho oidpred out the freshmen 
crew, «hich he had kept in training for 
this very purpose. When the freshmen 
•v/ere clear of the dock the 'varsity crew 
was ordered out, and the two started 
up the river. They went up for about 
two mile? with the tide and then turned 
down and were given a start by the 
trainer. Tire freshjnwi u ere given way 
first and then the 'varsity started after 
them 
Rowing but 32 and 31 strokes to 


the minute, to the freshmen's ^4 and 36. 
they came down against the tidf> and 
wind In a rough, choppy sea at such a 
gait that in an eighth of a mile they 
passed and got a length of clear water 
from the freshmen. 


The most important work of 
the 


'varsity, showing1 their power Jn the 
boat, was done from lined-up 
starts, 


Mr. Lehman using the pistol. 
The 


'varsity started at a 34-stroke, and after 
pulling about five lengths dropped down 
to an easy 32, sometimes almost to 31. 
The freshmen started at 38 and dropped 
to 34 and 35 The "varsity boat, oven In 
the rough water and against the head 
•wind, kept a steady, even keel and fairly 
glided through the water, actually slid- 
ing past the freshmen boat as if the lat- 
ter had b'een anchored. 


Lehman stonped them and lined them 


up again, and this time, after starting 
them, let them row for three-quariers 
of a rnllp. The 'varsity, at the <end of the 
stretch, had distanced the freshmen so 
badiy that the latter stopped rowing. 
The recovery in the 'varsity boat was 
one of the features, there being little or 
no stop (o the boat.
